Roberts, some time ago, had hia ranch 
surveyed and it was discovered th at a 
portion of the land claimed 1 by Turner, 
who owned the vineyard adjoining, be­ 
long' d to Roberta.

has had a bitter feeling towards Roberts.

A PREM ATURE BLAST. 


S ix 
m en 
K ille d 
an d 
Seven 
W wunded In a C olorado m in e. 
c e n a V ista , Col., April 15.— At 5 
o’clock last evening a prem ature blast 
killed six men and wounded seven at the 
camp of Kynor, H igby 4 Bernard, 
while w orking in th e sixty-foot cut on 
th e M idland grade, near Bnena Vista. 
A twenty-foot hole had been p u t down 
to blow off the face of the cut, and 
spruug with twenty kegs of blasting 
giant powder. The foreman was loading 
the charge, and when he had filled in 
ten kegs the charge was prem aturely 
discharged, throw ing masses of rocks 
into the cat, where thirteen men were 
working, instantly killing six and wound­ 
ing seven. 
Some claim th at the explo­ 
sion wus caused by tam ping the _ blast 
w ith an iron bar. 
T here are conflicting 
statements, however, in this respoct.

S t. C la irh v ille , 0 ., April 15.—A 
storm was felt a t 3:15 p. M.% that ap­ 
peared to be traveling from the west, 
was in the shape of a funnel-shaped mass 
of elonds, resembling in appearance a 
dense black smoke. 
The cone was dome 
downwards and could be plainly tracked 
over ita track by tho destruction it 
left. 
Houses were demolished, trees 
snapped off like pipe-steim, horses and 
cattle prostrated and carried bodily hun­ 
dreds of yards by the gale. 
The sky 
was darkened w ith clouds of flying 
debris. The storm and ita effects showed 
ail the distinguishing characteristics of 
W estern cyclones. It first struck two new 
brick bouses beloogiug to Colonel Paxton 
and Judge Cpohran, west of town, and 
the frame house belonging to a man 
named Coleman. 
All these were com­ 
pletely demolished and th e furnituroand 
portions of the roof and walls scattered 
along the track of the cyclone clear to 
the end of the town, a mile distant. 
A 
Urge mansion at the corner of M arietta 
nnd Main streets was cut off clean at the 
second floor qnd the walls and roof scat­ 
tered in fragments. 
The F irst National 
Bank block and C. T hralt 4 Son’s dry 
goods store were almost swept from their 
sites, only a portion of the lower walls 
be ng left standing. 
The dwellings and 
business block of I.H . Patterson,druggist; 
Geo. Jepson, grocer, and Jam es P atter­ 
son, dry goods, had their uppor walls 
nnd roofs swept off, and tho lower part 
of th e bouses were badly damaged by 
falling bricks and timbera. The National 
Hotel, Mrs. Evans’ large b n :k residence 
and possibly forty other houses were 
less seriously damaged. 
No casualties 
to persons are reported, the funnel­ 
shaped cloud having been seen ap­ 
proaching in time for families to take 
refugo in cellars. 
Benjamin B arkhurst’s 
fine old brick mansion south of town 
was totally 
demolished, likewise the 
United Presbyterian Churoh, a large 
brick euifiue. 
Tbo loss in St. ClñUbville 
will reach 
$200,000. 
The 
W estern 
Union wires and poles aro all down. 
Horses hitched in the street were blown 
abont like chaff, and the vehicles de­ 
molished . 
A t Barton’s Station, tour miles uorth, 
a new brick house was leveled to the 
ground. 
A t Pasco, live miles west of 
this city, on tho National road, the 
brick bouse of H inkle was demolished 
and he badly hurt. 
Largo tracts of 
wood between here and ¡St. Clairsvillo 
have not a tree uninjured, w hile most 
of them arc flit on the ground. 
The 
town of Bridgeport, 
ju st across the 
river, escaped as did W heeliug, but a 
funeral 
waa 
in 
the 
cemetery 
on 
the hilltop at the tim e, and carriages 
were blown over and carried against 
tho 
trees, 
tombstones 
snapping 
off os they blew over them. 
M artin's 
Ferry on tbo o- positc side of the river 
at the north end of the town suffered 
even more severely than St. Clairsville 
In the town proper seventy-five to 100 
houses were more or less damaged And the 
loss will reach $165,000. 
James Reilly’s 
house and saloon were blown down and 
Mrs. Reilly was polled 
unconscious 
from 
the 
ruins 
and 
may 
die. 
Besides 
Mrs. 
Reilly 
other 
cas­ 
ualties reported 
are: 
Jam es Reilly, 
her husband, a salonu-keeper, who has 
both legs broken; Mrs. Wilhelm, collar 
bone broken; M ark Davis, of M artin’s 
Ferry Stovo W orks, probably fatally in­ 
jured. 
A German lady, whose name 
could not be learned, is dangerously in­ 
jured. The river for miles is strew n with 
wreckage. 
The Fairvlew school-house, 
one mile west, was fatally wrecked and 
M iss W hite, the school teacher, badly 
hurt. 
Several families are rendered 
homeless. Lafayette Rink waa engaged 
by the city authorities as a temporary 
shelter for the homeless, and a meeting 
of citizens ia oalled for 1 i*. M. to morrow 
to devise means of relief. Every few 
minutes news comes of additional dam­ 
Age in the country, and it is safe to say 
th at the aggregate loss will exceed one 
million dollars.

A t the time of his deAth ho 
was fourth assistaut examiner in the di­ 
vision of steam engineering of the Pat­ 
ent Office at W ashington, 
His mind, 
whioh was uncommonly brilliant, had 
become unbalanced by intense study, 
and the writings he left showed that he 
imagined himself 
pursued by demons 
and chose death aa hia only esoape from 
them .

C ontradictory 
statem en ts

United States steam er Yantic arrived 
here yesterday from Port an Prince, 
Hayti. 
I t ia reported on good authority 
that while at P ort an Prince Comman 
der Groen positively and officially for 
bade the English men-of-war in that 
harbor to execute the threat of seizing 
the Tortugas Islands. The report hus 
created considerable excitement here 
among the Spanish and American popu­ 
lation. 
The Am erican Consul at Hayti 
has kept the State D epartm ent at W ash­ 
ington fully informed as to what was 
going on. 
I t is understood the govern­ 
ment will undertake to enforce the Mon­ 
roe doctrine should any of the European 
powers undertake to disrupt auy of the 
neighboring republics of the United 
States. 
W a sh in g to n , April 15.—I t is stated 
at both the State and Navy Departments 
that there is no tru th in the dispatch 
from Key West th at Commodore Greene 
of the Yantio, officially forbade the Eng­ 
lish men-at-war at Port an Prince to 
carry ont their threat of «firing the Tor­ 
tugas Islands. 
Seoretary W hitney had 
never beard of such a thing until he saw 
the dispatch in the New York papers. 
He said it waa not likely th a t Commo­ 
dore Greeue would act w ithout orders. 
If ho had deemed it necessary to do so, 
ho would have telegraphed the Depart­ 
m ent a t once.

He started from there a few days ago to 
return home, intending to reach here 
early next moDth.

relapse, from which ha never recovered. 
Hia body will be brought here and his 
funeral will take place in the cathedial. 


TRADE REPORTS. 


S a tisfa cto ry Uunalltlou o f Trade- 
In th e U nited M ates. 
N ew Y o r k , April 15.— R . G. Dun 4 
Co., in their weekly review of trade, say 
that, considering the 
embarrassment 
upon the uncertainty as to freightr, 
accounts of trade are surprisingly satis­ 
factory. 
It ia alm ost universally esti­ 
m ated th at the retail trade is unusually 
large. 
This rem arkable activity is clear­ 
ly connected w ith an exceedingly plenti­ 
ful supply of money, which is more 
abundant where nomo need was previ­ 
ously roported. 
From W ashington the 
news comes th at th e Treasury, realizing 
the risks of excessive «issues, will now 
draw in silver certificates of the larger 
denominations.

We have proved th e superiority in 
szes and flavor of the California raisins, 
aud now, when on the very verge of 
what would undoubtedly have been a 
successful season, we get a "facer” In 
the shape of the Interstate Commerce 
law. If this law holds it wilt simply throw 
the raisiu busineas back into the hands 
of the . Spanish produoers.

In the opinion of the C ourt, Major Rus­ 
sel's reason for falling to preseut a state­ 
m ent of accounts to th e Eagle Corpa ia 
insufficient, but as a reason lor falling even 
tu keep book? of accounts of the flnauces of 
the Eagle Corps, it is v irtu ally no reason at 
ell and is inexcusable. 
The m o u ejs received by Major Russell 
were trast m oneys and should have been 
treated aa such. The rights of tbe Eagle 
Corps, and of every m au great au d sm all, 
in tne Eagle Corps, of tb e creditors of tbe 
Eagle Corps and of the S tate at large were 
to tb eo o o su lted aud cared for. 
We see n o evidence of dishoneaty on the 
part of M alor Russell at an y tim e since he 
took command of the Eagle Corps, but 
■imply a careless, loose an d uub'isiness- 
lik e manner of keeping tbe accounts and 
moneys of bis com m and. 
The last bearing of the m atters before tbe 
eonrt showed th at a different m ethod had 
been adopted by the Eagle Corps In lefer- 
enoe to m oney m atters. 
A regular Bystem of books is to be kept 
and a com m ittee of three is to disburse snd 
ocder tbe disbursem ent o l all m oneys be­ 
longing to tb e battalion. 
Inasmuch as a new system has bren in ­

O v e r la u d c o m p e t it io n . 
There appears to be an outlook for 
a t least some relief from the tremen­ 
dous freight rates now exacted by the 
overland railroads. 
The Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fé Company will, 
by the 1st of May, have connection 
with the Gulf, Colorado and Santa 
F é ra lroad. That will give the for­ 
m er road access to Galveston and a 
line of steamers running to New 
York. The Southern Pacific, through 
the Sunset route already has connec­ 
tion with Galveston, and receives 
freight by the Morgan line of steam ­ 
ers from New York. 
All the Eastern 
slow freight now coming from New 
Y ori by the Sunset route reaches 
Galveston by w ater, and the Southern 
Pacific has heretofoieu enjoyed this 
cheap channel of transportation with­ 
out competition. B ut when the Atchi­ 
son, Tooeka and tSanta Fé Company 
periect their connection and have es­ 
tablished a line ot rSteamers from 
Galveston to New York there will 
undoubtedly come friction,*and the 
companies will bid against each other 
for business. This may, and probably 
will, result in sharp competition be­ 
tween the two lines. In that event 
there would be a m aterial lowering 
of freight rates by Jbat route, for the 
Inter-State Commerce law can hardly 
bo stretched so as to interfere wit h the 
rates by water from New York to 
Galveston. 
The only pait of the 
route over which it would have juris- 
distion would be the railroad route 
between Galveston and California. 
I t will therefore be seen that there is 
a long free water highway, the rates 
upon which can be fixed as low as 
the requirements of competition may 
force them to. We look forward to a 
measure of relief from tbe ruinous 
rates now charged through the open­ 
ing of this new competitive route 
and therefore hope that there may be 
no mistake in the assurance now 
given by the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé people th at the new con- 
necti n will be made and the line go 
into full operation by the first of May 


T h e b u s in e s s m e n a n d b a n k e r s o f 
San Francisco are aroused about the 
effect of the Inter-State Commerce 
law upon the interests of this coast. 
They have addressed earnest tele­ 
graphic messages to thfc Commission­ 
er». 
Wm. T. Coleman & Co. and 
Castle Bros, say it will work irrepar­ 
able ruin io our vineyards, fruits and 
salmon interests, and beg them to 
give it a liberal interpretation to save 
from im pending disaster. The 
principal 
banking institutions ask 
that a suspension of the long-haul 
clause may be tem porarily suspended 
until the facts of our position can be 
placed clearly before the Board. As 
the overland railroads seem to have 
done nothing toward petitioning the 
Comm issioners to suspend the fourth 
section of the law, the leading busi­ 
ness people of California must act 
them selves. Now let the m erchants 
and bankers and fruit raisers of Los 
Angeles take concerted action to sup­ 
plem ent the representations of the 
San Francisco m erchants to the Inter­ 
State Railroad Commissioners. 
No 
time should be lost in making our 
case known to them. 
Every day’s 
delay adds to the difficulty of our 
situation.

Last night waa held the annual m eet­ 
in g of th e Loa Angeles Board of Trade 
T he attendnnoe waa bo large that an 
adjournm ent was taken to the Prodnce 
Kxohange H all. 
President Stern occu­ 
pied the chair and Secretary A. M. 
Lawrence kept the minutes. 
After the 
meeting was called to order the Secre­ 
tary made his annual report of which 
following it a brief synopsis: 
HlCBCTABY's BBPOKT.

Secretary Lawrence reported receipts oí 
582.67 daring the year, aud $.s&27.2U dis­ 
bursem ents, leaving a balance of $2055.87 on 
band. He stated that a num ber of special 
m eetings had been held d u ring the year, 
amoDg which waa th at of M srcn 20,1880, 
w hich had been cilled to consider th e ex 
tension of the C arsu i aDd Colorado ra il­ 
road- At that m eeting a resolution was 
adopted asking the com pany to build the 
roau, aud a reply has since been received 
aaylng th at tn e com pany w ould give the 
subject serious consideration. 
On Ju ly 10th a m eeting was called to give 
a reply to Dr. Bawtelle in reterenoe to the 
m arine hospital In this oity. It was recom ­ 
m ended that It b e placed at WilmlDgton. 
On October 14th a m eeting was called to 
take action in regard to the proposed re 
m oval of the arm y headquarters from Pres 
cott. A resolution waa prepared showing 
the advantages of Los Angeles as a site for 
the u n e . 
On F ebruary 10th a m eeting was called to 
t«ke action on 
th e establishm ent of a 
Branch N ational Home for disabled soldiers 
here. 
C oncluding, th e Secretary said: "It Is cer­ 
tain ly w ith the feelings of the greatest satis 
faotlon that 1 nan report the results in 
regard to those m atters w hich we had be­ 
fore Congress. They have all with b u t one 
exceptiou been favorably aoted upon and 
are now accom plished facts. We have a 
United States District Court for the Southern 
District. Bids for a new governm ent build­ 
ing are now advertised for and during the 
E 
resent m onth.the chief architect w ill be 
ere to make the selection. The H eadquar­ 
ters r-f ihe D epartm ent of Arizona, th e lar­ 
gest departm ent In th e arm y, have beeu 
moved from Prescott to Los Angeles. An 
appropriation of $75,000 for the Im prove 
m eat of Wilmington harbor was m ade at 
th e first session of last Congress, but the 
failure of th e President to Bign th e River 
an d Harbor bill w ill retard the work. The 
location of the M arine Hospital at W ilm ing­ 
ton still hangs fire." It was through the 
Board of Trade that telegraphic facilities 
w ith other points were greatly im proved. 
The Postal Telegraph System have under 
consideration th e advisability of coming 
dow n th is way. The outlook for the com ing 
year appears to hold out th e most gratifyiug 
prospects." 
Mr. E, L. Stern, who for the past 
year has ao ably and acceptably tilled 
the responsible position of President of 
the Board of Trade, then m ade the fol­ 
lowing appropriate address, which, be- 
canse of its merit, the H e r a l d gives in 
full:
